We are as well prepared 
to force a fight as the railroad companies are 
to defend themselves. ’’ 
“ But y ou must have money to buy bread 
with, and y ou will soon exhaust the surplus 
in the treasury !” 
“ Wecan stand to lose monej’ as well as the 
companies can. 
They will not allow their 
roads to remain dead upon their hands, be­ 
cause they look to them for their living. 
We 
are ready to fight the war through to an end, 
ahd tlie final struggle might as well come at 
once.” 
The scene at the Missouri Pacific y ards 
this 
morning did not 
differ from * that 
of

and

The 
trains, 
many 
of 
them 
loaded with freight still stand on side tracks 
while the engines which were attached to 
them lii,st Saturday moniing are in the round 
house across the river. 
The freight office is 
closed and almost deserted. It is daily visited 
by officers of the company but there is no 
work tc» be done except to guard the property . 
A few of the strikers were at the y ards this 
morning 
but

hall on West Ninth street. 
The men show 
no signs of y ielding an inch, while the com­ 
pany can hold out no inducements for them 
to return to their work. 
The men on the 
other roads have not as y et shown any dis­ 
position to strike, but it is impossible to say 
w'hat m<iy transpire withiu the next twenty -four 
hours. Several officers of the Missouri Pacific 
company were at the y ards, this morniug, but 
they claimed there was absolutely no change 
» 1 the situation. 
,^lt is ]» ossible that the strike may asfmme « 
new’ phase within ix few day s xuiless the trou­ 
ble is settled meanwhile. 
Eeports are rife 
that the Missouri Pacific company will go be­ 
fore a L nited States judge and ask that a re­ 
ceiver be appointed. 
This may lead to a 
complete 
change 
in

and 
Lave th<} efiect of starting work upon the line. 
The goNernment could not, of course, force 
the strikers to resume work, but it could em­ 
ploy other men and afford them protection 
in the discharge of their duties.

pany may be forced to ask for a receiver in 
order to protect itself.

S t. L on s , March 1 0 .—Xot a pound of 
freight passed over the great bridge into or 
out of St. Louis 3’e8t<?rda3% and the citj* is cut 
oft' now’ completely from freight communica­ 
tion witb outside points except through the 
Frisco line and its Grand avenue depot. 
Shipments into St. Louis are held away from 
the city ut points along the lines, and mer­ 
chants h re are making an attempt to fill 
their orders. 
Business in this direction has 
stopped entirely , and the liver barge 
lines 
have been resorted to as a makeshift way of 
transporration. 
The strike of the brake- 
men and swit<rhmen employ ed by the Bridge 
& 
Tunnel comj)any and the Union depot 
company , Monda\’ 
night 
and y esterday , 
closed the bridge entirely to freight traffic, 
but the through passenger trains have not 
been interfered with, and ran out and in as 
usual, made up by the depot y ardmasters and 
the Knigbts of Labor who have been assigned 
by the strikers to attend mail trains. 
All of 
the ^iissouri Pacific accommodation trains 
have been abandoned. 
The strike of this 
part of einy loy esof local railroad corporations 
was a peculiar one. 
They set about it half 
heartedly and apparently regretted their ac­ 
tion as s<!on as it was taken. 
After consid­ 
ering the matter fully Monday and consulting 
with tiie Knights of Labor they decided not 
te strike and so informed Superintendent 
Dickson at 5 o’clock that afternoon. 
B e­ 
tween that time and 1) o’clock word had come 
to them that they must go and they w’ent. 
As soon füs the night passenger trains had 
gone out of the depot that night none of 
them were working, but y esterday moming 
some of the day men went to work and as­ 
sisted the y ard masters in making up the 
passengei trains to go out, after which they 
notified tlie chief y ardmaster that they must 
strike and did so. 
After that thej- went into 
session at Kiets’a hall and about noon sent a 
committee of two to the Union depot to see 
Yardmaster J ones with regard to the question 
from their brothers; 
“ Do y ou want the Knights of Labor to 
help y ou in moving passenger trains? ” 
\ardmaster 
J ones replied 
that if tho 
Kniglits of Labor would not consent to work 
upon all kinds of trains their help was not 
wanted upon passenger trainn only , and the 
committou returned to the hall. 
There have 
been a number of applicants for the posi­ 
tions of :he strikers around the depot, but 
all of them have been refused work. 
About thirty members of lodge -15 of the 
Brotherhood of Brakemen, all employ es of 
the St. 
Louis Bridge & Tunnel company , 
met y esterday at 2 o'clock in their hall, cor­ 
ner of Fouitii and Phim .streets, with the mas­ 
ter of the lodge.

Another g rievance which the Tex as «\r P a ­ 
cific refused to hearjand adjust is that of a 
man named Bissett, a conductor on said road, 
who was dismissed from the company ’s serv­ 
ice without a just and sufficient cause, the 
evidence in which case w’ill show the truth of 
<iur statement. The only reason the company 
had, or can have in discharg ing tliis man Bis- 
set, i.s simply because he is an org anizer of the 
Knig hts of Labor, aiul an earnest, determined 
worker in tilling said position for our order. 
The Knig hts of Labor, at Marshall, Tex ., 
submitted to the Jibove g rievance wiHiout a 
threat or a murmur on their part. 
The nex t g rievance and rig ht under tho ey es 
of the w-hoie sy stem, is that of C. A. Hall, of 
Marshall. 
District assttmbly 101. of the 
Knig hts of 
Labor, held a special meeting in Marshall. 
Tex ., on tho 15th of February , continuing on 
the 16th and 17th. No thoug ht of a strike w’as 
discussed or even dreamt of at that meeting . 
('. A. Hall was elected a deleg ate by tho local 
assembly of which he is a member, to present 
them at said meeting . C. A. Hall, ijy tho kind 
permission ofJiis superior oliicer(Mr. Crosbie) 
\vas present at said meeting , notwithstanding 
the present denial of Mr. Crosbie that Mr. Hall 
even asked permission to be absent from his 
w’ork. 
Affidavits from Knig hts who were present 
when Mr. Hall asked leave of absence, wlii(‘h 
\\y is g ranted by Mr. Crosbie, are in posses.sion 
of the ex ecutive board of District Asseml>ly 
101. The probable leng th of time the meeting 
would last w^as asked by Mr. Crosbio of Mr. 
Hall, h o replied that one. two or three davs. 
he thoug ht, avou M be the leng th of tho time he 
w’ould bo absent. He (Hail) also addl'd: “I 
will make it my business to be at the shops 
for an liour each morning to see that my men 
are at work and to arrang e other matters re­ 
lating thereto, find will also do the same thing 
in the Jifternoon.” 
Mr. Hall did as he promised, and at the end 
of the district assembly meeting Mr. Hall re ­ 
turned to his duty at the shop, and, on per­ 
mission being obtained from Mr. t ’rosbie, the 
deleg ates to said meeting were allowed to g o 
throug h the shops of the company . 
After leaving Mr. Hall’s department he had 
occasion to g o to his desk w’hereupon he found 
a letter, the contents of W’hich informed him 
of his discharg e. Ho immediately proceeded 
to the office of Mr. Crosbie and asked of him 
tlio 
cause 
that led to his discharg e. 
Mr. 
Crosbio’s reply was because he was absent 
from his duties. Mr. Crosbie denied in toto 
the fact of leave of absence being g ranted 
and further assorted that he intended to place 
a man in Hall's position that the men would 
be afraid of, an(i, furthermore, that ho intend­ 
ed to make a g eneral cleanout. 
Mr. Hall’s case was i>laced in tho hands of 
the local g rievance committee. \vho waited on 
Mr. Crosbie, to ascertain why Mr. Hall was 
discharg ed. Mr. ('rosbie, in reply , stated that 
Mr. Hall w'as dlscharg « 'd for being incompetent 
and further denied tliat Mr. Hall had ever 
asked his ptM-mission to be absent. The q ues­ 
tion of Mr. Hall’fi comjx iit’ncr, the CO'hfiiiiftee 
were willing to refer to the company ’s books 
anvl abide by the conclusions reached throug h 
said channel. The committee also added that 
they w’ould produce parties wlio heard Mr. 
Hull ask permisHion from him <Mr. Crosbio) to 
be absent from the shoi) to iittend said m eet­ 
ing . 
Mr. Crosbie emphatically refuse to reinstate 
Mr. Hall unless by orders from hig her author­ 
ity , maintaining at the same time that he dis- 
cliarg ed Hall on his own lesponsibility . Tho 
committee then retired without any satisfac­ 
tion, and thereupon referretlthe matter to the 
district ex ecutive board for them to try and 
arbitrate the matter. 
After repeated appeals to tlie receivers of tho 
road for a hearing of tho matter, which at each 
req uest was denie<i them, the ex ecutive board 
took steps to interest the citizens of Marshail 
to assist them in arbitrating the said difficul­ 
ty . which can be seen in the recent issues of 
the press, Aiul how the receivers ig nored each 
re(iuest of a hearing by the citizens’ commit­ 
tee, arbitration being deniedby the receivers 
which Had it been g ranted would have averted 
this trouble. The nex t step taken by the ex ­ 
ecutive board was to submit the full matter to 
the different locals on tho sy stem for their 
action, which action was that Mr. Hall should 
be reinstated forthwith, an unanimous vote of 
each local deciding tho same. 
Therefore, it 
is plain to be soiMi the action taken in this 
strike was voluntary and determined on the 
part of each and every man w'orking on tho 
sy stem belong ing to the Knig hts of Labor. 
Further, it seems to us tnat Mr. Hall serveti 
in tho employ of tho Tex as 
J*acific for 
nearly tw'o y ears; that he w'as taken undue 
advantag e of by being discharg ed at that 
particidar time, and we consider it a di­ 
rect blow’ at the order. The points of Mr. 
Hox io’s letter ^vill be answered at another 
time. 
BliO W N’S STATEMENT. 
Ex-Governor Brown, one of the receivers 
of the Texas 
& Pacific, has made a long 
statement as to the cause of the strike on that 
road, a summaiT of which is as follows: 
After reciting tho fact of his appointment as 
receiver, Mr. Brown say s that when he went 
to Marshall to arrang e the pay roll he w’as 
waited upon by a committeo of the Knig hts of 
Labor, asking that the receivers ratify the 
ag reement made between the men and the 
manag iMnent of the Gould sy stem a y ear ag o, 
but he responded that the road was in tho 
hands of the United States court and that the 
receivers could make no contracts without 
the sanction of the court. Later he was re­ 
q uested to enter into an ag reement, the sub­ 
stantial features of which were: 
First—That there bo no reduction in the rato 
of wag es of any employ e on the road unless it 
be decided by an arbitration committee ap- 
pointeil, the railroad company to appoint three 
and tho Knig hts of Labor three. 
Second—1 hat all rolling stock of the com­ 
pany bo repaired on its road, and all foreig n 
roiling stock injured on this road be repaired 
at tho company 's shops. 
Third—That no employ e be discharg ed with­ 
out a just cause, said employ e having the 
rig ht to ask for an investig ation, if he thinks 
h« i was unjustly discharg ed. 
Fourth—That all promotions, such as fore­ 
men, be made from the ranks. 
Fifth—That all lime worked after the reg ular 
working hours be paid at the rate of one and 
one-half time. 
Six th—If it become necessary to reduce ex ­ 
penses. the men should bo consulted as to 
W’hotherit shall be a reduction of hours or a 
reduction of men. 
Seventh—That should any matter come up 
between the em{)loy es and the company , it 
should be decided by an arbitrating committee 
of six . appointed, three from the company 
and three from the Knig hts of Labor, and the 
company and the Knig hta of Labor ag ree to 
abide by the decision. 
To this Mr. Brown responded as before, that 
he had no power to enter into any ag reement 
until so ordered by the court. He ex plains 
that such an ag reement would have nullilied 
the powers of the receivers because 
First—The power and authority conferred by 
the court on the receivers, 
to manag e and 
control the property , would by that ag ree­ 
ment, in m a ny essential and vital respects, be 
deleg ated to the Kniijhts of Labor. 
Se« 'ond—That it proposes to deprive the 
receivers of the rig ht to control and operate 
the property under the well defined rules of 
law’ and common sense. 
1’hird - it creates a board of arbitration on 
all tpiestions of reduction of wag es, which 
would never ag ree, and thus make it impos­ 
sible to reduce ex penses, no m atter w'hat the 
Itnancial omerg i-ncy mig ht be. 
Fourth—It forbids the receivers having their 
own rolling stock repaired, or the roiling stock 
of any other line injured on the receiver s line 
repaired in other shops, no matter how badly 
or neg lig ently the work may be done by em- 
pl-'y es they are forbidden to discharg e, no t­ 
withstanding they may bo unable to .operate 
their own lines because their own empioy es 
will not make the necessary rei» airs. in other 
w'ords. the receivers w’ould surrender their 
unq uestioned rig ht as well iis duty to m ain­ 
tain: the rolling stock to a standard eq ual to 
tlie demands of business. 
Fifth—The receivers aro req uirea to make 
all promotions from the ranks, reg ardless of

Althoug h the fiicoiais Avill make no state­ 
ment concerning the alTair. it is g enerally l>e- 
lieved that they are now employ ing new* 
men 
to take the places of tho strikers, 
anti that a movement of freig ht trains will lie 
atternpted to-nig ht. Should this prove true 
the Knig hts of i>abor will undoubtedly ofl’er 
resistance. It is now authoritatively stated 
that 
the 
Missouri 
I’acillc 
railway com­ 
pany 
W’ill 
attempt, 
to-rnorrow’ 
instead 
of 
to-nig ht, 
as 
stated

road. The order issued this morning by Su­

line of the road w’ithdrawn from the co mpa- 
ny ’s premises. 
Dispatches received in this city this after­ 
noon from points in Missouri and Kansas are 
to the efiect that the striking Knig hts Oi Labor 
are observing perfect (luiet. No <tisturbanccs 
have occiirrcd. They remain firm in their de- 
termimition to force the railiu.)ad companies 
to accept the demands, but as the strike pro­ 
ceeds, do not ex press such g reat confidence 
that this will be the result as they did when 
they first ceased work. The railroad officials 
at difierent points are reticent but seem as 
confident and detormined as their striking 
employ es.

who is now under a sentence of eight years 
to the penitentiary for obtaining money by 
chi’at and by fraud, was arrested last night at 
the Centropolis hotel on an indictm ent charg­ 
ing him with conspiring to m urder John I. 
Blair, tha New Jersey m illionair. 
The in­ 
dictm ent was found by the grand jury at In­ 
dependence, and was returned yesterday noon. 
Dui’ing the afternoon a capias was sent to the 
city and served on Schaeffer at the Centrop­ 
olis hotel at 5 :3 0 o’clock 
last 
evening 
by Deputies Tuggles and Moore. 
Schaef­ 
fer 
was 
not 
locked 
up 
la>t 
night 
but was allov. ed to rem ain at the hotel under 
guard. 
This moi*ning he wns taken to Inde­ 
pendence by Deputy Ike Jackson. 
He plead 
“not guilty” to the 
indictment and 
was 
placed under bonds for his appearance at a 
future day during the present term of court. 
Mr. Schaeffer was seen this m orning by a 
S t ar reporter just before he left for Inde­ 
pendence. 
He had notiiing to say. but his 
attorney, Mr. Beebe, said; 
“’We look upon 
the whole affair as a conspiracy to disable ^Ir. 
Schaeft'er in the various civil suits now pend­ 
ing, in which Mr. Blair is a party. 
It al« o 
looks verjr much like persecution. 
I canuot 
speak further than this, since 
1 have not read 
the indictment. ” 
Mr. Wallace, who was nlso on the train, 
and who probal)ly knows as mtich as any one 
about the case, would not say anything, nor 
would he even express an opinion as to w'hat 
kind of a case there i» against Schaeffer. 
The indictm ent was found upon the con­ 
fession of Charles Allen, who served a term 
of six m onths in the county jail for petit lar­ 
ceny, at the same time that Schaeffer was 
being confined, pending a rep(>rt from the 
supreme court, whither his case had gone. 
While there the two became very intimate, 
and at one time an item appeared in several 
of the papers showing the charitable feeling 
of Schaeffer in giving this Allen ^5 0 . 
The 
indictm ent set forth, in substance, the fol­ 
lowing:

Schaeffer 
became 
very 
intim ate, 
and 
Schaeffer 
said

5f'50,000 to have Blair, and W illiam Bailey,

Allen consented 
to do the work and was paid $5 0 bj' Shaeffer, 
as a starter, this being the “charitable act of 
Shaeffer," published at tlie time. 
After the 
two were released from jail they freijuently 
held secret meetings and the dark plans were 
consummated. 
On Feb. 13. IMr. Blair, while at home in 
Blairstown, N. J., received a telegram from 
one A. B. Brown, (Allen) from Little Rock, 
Ark. 
The telegram set forth that there was 
a plan on foot in Kansas Cit}' to kill him 
(Blair) and that he (Allen) would bag the 
man. 
Mr. Blair paid no attention to the tel­ 
egram, further than to send it to his attorneys 
in this city. 
Allen, not receiving any answer 
to the telegram, visited ilr. Blair in person, 
at Blairstown, N. J., reciting the details of 
the plot, Allen was sent back to the city, and 
told his story to Mr. Blair’s attorneys.

addition to what he had told before, he said I 
that on Feb. 12 Sfhaeffer had telegraphed 
him .$150 at Little Rock, waiving identifica­ 
tion. 
W hile at Memphis, Allen telegraidied 
for $1.50 more, but this time ho only receiv­ 
ed $ 10 0 which was sent in tho nam e of 
Frank Ellis.

S o m e C o m p a rlso n .s o n E a st .Side l*Hc« *s—T h e

The only two points in Kansas City, on the 
Slissouri side of the state line, which are ab­ 
solutely undeveloped, are the East Bottoms 
and the property adjacent to the Rosedale 
street railroad. 
These two corners of the 
city, the southwest and the northeast, can be 
{ 
)urchased to-day at about the ])rices they 
)rought four years ago. 
Here are golden op­ 
portunities for the fellows who object to 
buying property which has been “boomed to 
death.” 
It is not the purchasers of cheap property, 
as a rule, who make money in Kansas City 
real estate. 
The old timers all agree that it 
pavs better to buy pretty land an(l pay a gooti 
price. 
A man may succeed in buying a 
rough piece of ground which lies below grade 
and at a bad slant from the street in .a high 
priced locality at a very low figure, but the 
high priced land will sell and be re-sold a 
dozen times before the ugly ground changes 
hands once. 
“It always pays to own salable, 
handsome land even if it costs a big price,” 
said an old real estate man to-day. 
"It is 
pleasant buying cheap land, but it is h 
— 1 
selling it. ” 
Apropos of the cheap land question is the 
difficulty of recognizing it when seen. 
A 
land owner on a prom ineut east and west 
thoroughfare, where possessions near the now 
city lim its are composed principally of a 
gully thirty feet deep and 
adjoining land 
worth iji40 a foot has filled his hole with 
brush and small trees to within a few feet of 
the street grade and then covered the new 
earth and sod. 
The land is now at a fault­ 
less grade, but it is just about such a 
deceptive hole as a western truj)i>er would 
prepare for an unsuspecting bear. 
If an at­ 
tem pt is made to build on this lot the 
foundations will disappear in the mass of 
loose brush. 
The tmcertainty concerning future trans­ 
portation facilities on the south side has left 
that suburb practicallj’ undeveloped. 
There 
would be a general rush for building sites on 
the hills south of the city if this question of 
rapid and cheap transit could be absolutely 
settled. 
Notwithistanding this obstacle pric^es 
have risen steadily on Troost avenue and 
other south side streets. 
The substantial steps already taken on F if­ 
teenth street and the fact that it is to be 
paved to the new city limits makes the demand 
for its lim ited am ount of real estate far ex­ 
ceed the supply. 
There are hundreds, even 
thousands, of feet fronting on Fifteenth 
street which are out of the market. 
In some 
instances this is because tho heirs are not of 
age; in others because of litigation, and still 
others refuse to sell at any price because they 
have unlim ited faith in the future of Blue 
avenue. 
The prices on Twelfth street, east of Camp­ 
bell, correspond almost exaetly with the prices 
on Fifteenth street. 
At Harrison and Troost 
land is held on both streets at about 
$ 10 0 a 
foot, at Woodland about $9 0 , at Prospect 
about .$G0, at the new city limits about $40, 
half a mile eaat at $3 0 , one mile east atij<20. 
Fifteenth street with its 1 0 0 feet width has 
an advantsge over its narrower neighbor to 
the north. 
Independence avenue prices are 
about 5 0 per cent higher than those on 
either 
Twelfth or 
Fifteenth 
stieets. 
The

actual value hinges 
on the 
cable question. 
On Fifteenth street this 
question is accepted as settled. 
The wealth­ 
iest company west of the ilississippi has or­ 
ganized to build a cable on Blue avenue at 
once.

There is a suspicion that he may 
have had one or more accomplices. 
The boy is nearly 17 years of age, about 5 
feet G inches high and weighs about 145 
pounds. 
He has a rather intelligent face, al­ 
though it wears a stubborn expres.siou. 
His 
complexion is fair and his moderatelj' high 
forehead is cro\vned with a shock of light 
hair. 
He ha.s hazel eyes, a straight nose and 
large m outh and ears. 
His hands are large 
and m uscular aud his wrists are unusually 
tiiick. 
Tho Sells family were highly respected, 
evervone speaking'well of them .' The whole 
family were members of the Methodist church. 
Mr. Sells was a school teacher and had just 
finished a six m onths’ term of school at Spring 
Branch district the Friday before his death. 
He was a man of about 48 years. 
Willie, the son, is undoubtedly the m ur­ 
derer, and the only motive he could have was 
this: 
His brother W atyhas been attending 
school away from home and the boy had be­ 
come jealous of him. Waty had just got back 
from school and Willie probably killed him 
in a fit of rnge. He felt it was then necessiiry 
to murder the rest of the family to cover up 
his dieadful crime.
